The Brattleboro Memorial Hos- 
pital Benefit Association, which:

20 years ago, informed members 
that {t was going out of business 
and ‘hed made arrangements for 
them to transfer to the New Hamp- 
shire-Vermont. Hospitalization and 
Physician Sérvices. The New 
Hampshire-Vermont  Hospitalisa- 
tion Service is the same plan that 
fe known as Blue Cross in other

The’ Association was obliged to 
suspend because it had been giving 
“too much for too little.” Higher 
hospital costs, leading to higher 
rates, were ‘cited as the principal 
reason why the Association was 
unable to gontinue its service and 
remain solvent. 

The generosity of the local plan, 
however, was demonstrated by the 
fact that for the first njne months 
of 1947*4t paid out $5000 more than 
ft took in.

On Nov. 26 a large, white van 
arrived in Northfield from Wheel- 
ing, West Virginia, to pick up ob 
solete school materials for the 
children in the mountain schools 
of West Virginia. ‘The drive was 
under the auspices of the Save the 
Children Federation of New York 
City, and the local collection in 
the towns of Northfield, Gill, and 
Leyden was sponsored by Super- 
intendent of Schools Robert N. 
Taylor. 

About 100 desks were sent from 
the three towns, many of them 
of the vintage of 1870-1880, no 
longer needed here. Wé have 
been told that in some of the poor 
mining sections of West Virginia, 
the children sit on boxes and use 
paper bags and wrappings for 
echoolroom paper. Quite a few hun- 
dred textbooks were also sent, 
since in many schools only the 
teacher is able to have books. 

In addition to the desks ‘and 
books, a large collection of clothing 
was made. This was also distrib- 
uted to the children of the moun- 


‘} tains in Tennessee, Kentucky and 


wWeet Virginia. 

Superintendent Taylor is well 
pleased with the response of the 
children to the clothing drive and 
appreciates the votes of the re- 
spective school committees to re 
lease the obsolete material that it 
might be put to good use for those 
less fortunate than oursélves.

Precipitation from clouds by use 
of|ealcium chloride has been repeat 
edly caused’ on open fields as well 
a8 on a small laboratory scale, V. 
; Fedoseyev, head of the. special lab- 
oratory at Odessa university, states. 
A plane, fiying over a cloud bank, 
scatters pulverized calcium chlo- 
ride, which in pevers) minutes 
makes it rain. 

It has long been rd that cal- 
cium chloride causes precipitation 
from fog, but the phenomenon was 
given little practical attention. The 
American physicist Humphreys con- 
sidered that 12 or 15 pounds of the 
substance were needed to cause the 
precipitation of a quart of water 
from a fog. Fedoseyev and his co- 
workers have proven that for every 
unit, of weight of calcium chloride 
used, 357 units of moisture may be 
precipitated. 

The supply of calcium chloride is 
almost incalculable. Millions of tons 
are thrown away by chemical plants 
as a waste product.

Nogotiabdie Instruments 
Laws afgeting cegccniie Instru- 
mets in the United ep tre Ha 
lawa of tee ctates am territcricg 
invaived amd were codified by prep- 
aration of a uniform negetieble in- 
strument act. This act has been 
adopted in whole or in part by the 
legisietures of afl of the states, the 
District of Columbia and the Ter- 
Fiteries of Alsska, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico. The uniform act abol- 
ished days of grace an negotlable 
instpuments and, provides thet any 
such instrument} falling due on Sun- 
day or a bdliday is payable on the 
next succeeding business day, aod 
instruments falling due on Saturday 
are to be presented for payment on 
the next succeeding business day, 
except that if payable on demand, 
they may, at the option of the 
bolder, be presented for payment 
before neon on Saturday when that 
entire day is not a holiday.

The woest problem confront- |= 


ing the world today is what 
might be called, “the disease 
of government.” 

The whole history of civili- 
zation since the dawn of time 
has been the story of man’s 
struggle against oppression. 
Every school child is required 
to study the great milestones 
in that struggle—the signing 
of the Magna Carta, the writ- 
ing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and the rest. All 
the revolutions ever fought 
have marked the attempts of 
peoples to free themselves 
from the chains of emperors, 
dictators, and. corrupt and 
cruel governments. 

Now almost all of Europe 
and much of the rest of the 
world has turned back the 
clock. They have, willingly or 
otherwise, succumbed once 
more to super-government. 
They have apparently placed 
the goal of a dubious physical 
secufity ahead of that of free- 
dom. They have accepted the 
disciplinary weapons of dicta- 
torship — the whipping post, 
the execution block, the con- 
centration camp, slave labor. 
Even England, though she still 
clings to the basic civil liber- 
ties, has gone a long way down 
the road that can end only in 
spiritual darkness and the sub- 
mersion of the individual spirit. 

In the United States, we 
have gone farther along the 
same road than most of us 
realize. We have created an 
enormous, ever-growing bu- 
reaucracy which saps our ener- 
gies and our wealth. Worst of 
all, we have largely lost the 
definite distinctions established 
by the Constitution between 
the three branches of govern- 
ment—executive, judicial, and 
legislative. The result of this 
is more and more “administra- 
tive government” — which is 
simply supplanting a govern- 
ment of law by a government 
of men. 

Nations, like individuals, can 
learn by example. Europe is 
showing us’ what happens 
when we turn to government 
to give us ;‘security’—and, of 
necessity, make government 
the dominant: factor in our 
lives: This is the way that ty- 
rants come to power, and the 
process has not changed in two 
thousand years. of recorded 
history. If we permit it, it can 
happen here as well. 


; Manufacture of Coke 

Coke is coal which has been baked 
‘in ovens to remove its volatile 
constituents — those compounds 
which high heat will drive off as 
gases, Carbon forms from about 90 
per cent of the weight of coke, near- 
ly 10 per cent is ash and the re- 
mainder mostly small quantities of 
sulphur and phosphorus. Two 
types of coke ovens are in use to- 
day. The beehive oven consists of 
a dome-like chamber with a hole 
in the top through which the coal is 
charged and the volatile gases es- 
‘cape. Burning of the volatile mat- 
ter in the’ coal provides the heat 
‘necessary to transform the coal into 
coke, the temperature sometimes 
reaching nearly 2,000 degrees. By- 
product ovens, which now produce 
most of the coke used, are air-tight 
and the gases formed are saved. 
Less than @ per cent of the gas 
is used to heat the ovens, the rest 
available for other uses»

Used for Immunizafien | 


Immunization of livestock. and 
poultry against diseases by using 
the blood of slaughtered animals 


University of California. 

Dr. Hugh S. Cameron, veterina- 
rian already has prevented hog 
cholera under controlled conditions 
with live animals in the laboratory. 
In test tube trials, he also has 
stopped both brucellosis of swine 
and cattle, and mastitis of cattle. 
These diseases have not been tested 
with live animals yet. 

‘This method should be highly 
useful with poultry and rabbits,’’ 
;Dr. Cameron says. ‘They usually 
are crowded so that infectious dis- 
eases can cause heavy ‘losses. Pork 
producers also may benefit, since 
‘up to 40 per cent of the pigs far- 
rowed do not reach market due to 
‘diseases. Another distinct possibil- 
‘ity is that disease outbreaks may 
be slowed down.”’ 

Immunization is accomplished by 
the gamma globulin, a part of 
‘the blood which can be segregated. 
|The gamma globulin carries anti- 
bodies which develop when a live 
‘animal or bird is immunized 
against a disease by vaccination or 
by natural exposure. These anti- 
|bodies produce temporary immu- 
‘nity of two or three weeks when 
used on live animals,

iNew Inseéticides Join 


Ranks of. Inseet Killers 


Many new synthetic insecticides 

are on their -way to join DDT and 
its analogs as effective insect kill- 
ers, according to Dr. Walter Ebeling 
‘of University of California. 
: Benzene hexacloride,, or ‘666, {s |} 
deadly to many of the same. insects 
|as DDT and at least seven times 
‘more deadly to housefiies. It was 
‘judged. the best af some 75 com- 
pounds as a soil poison for chiggers. 
It also shows promise against the 
‘poll weevil and other pests of cot- 
, tan, 
i Hexaethyl tetraphosphate, or 
‘HEPT, is highly useful against 
many aphids and mites, against 
whieh DDT is relatively ineffective. 
| Velsteot 1068 is another new imsecti- 
‘eide assuming ever-increasing im- 
portance in this country, especially 
against household peste. _ 

Soil fumigation for nematodes 
and wirewormas is now practical with 
| two relatively new compounds, D-D 
‘and EDB. In soma instances, the 
cost of furnigatins was more then 
,paid for by the increase in crop in 
the frst year following treatment. 

Many other new insecticides are 
now being tested by scientific inves- 
tigators ‘of large chemicg). com- 
‘panies, as well as by entomologists 
land insecticide chemiste of federnl 
and state experiment stations.
